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MARKET  REVIEW 

Sugar  prices  during  the  month  of  July  were  quite  stable  and  deliveries 
of  sugar  totaling  974,000  tons  would  appear  to  have  been  about  in  line 
with  consumption.  No  further  reduction  in  users'  stocks  during  the 
month  is  indicated. 

Wholesale  refined  sugar  prices  were  unchanged  during  the  month  of  July 
in  all  territories  except  the  Southeast  and  Gulf.  On  July  10,  the  quoted 
price  was  reduced  by  0.25  cent  in  both  territories  to  9.10  cents  per 
pound  and  on  July  29 ,  there  was  a  further  reduction  of  0.15  cent  in  the 
Southeast.  As  of  August  4,  there  had  been  no  further  price  announce- 
ments and  the  following  quotations  were  in  effect.

^Increases  to  9.35  for  cane  and  9.15  for  beet  were  announced  to  be  ef- 
fective June  8,  but  sellers  have  continued  to  take  day-to-day  orders  at 
prices  shown. 

The  spot  price  for  raw  sugar  delivered  to  New  York,    duty  paid,  was 
6.30  cents  per  pound  at  the  beginning  of  July  and  6.20  at  month-end  and 
averaged  6.25  cents.    During  the  first  seven  months  of  this  year  this 
price  averaged  7.35  cents  or,   on  a  comparable  basis,  1.07  cents  less 
than  the  price  of  raw  sugar  to  other  countries. 

The  spot  price  for  sugar  to  other  countries  under  the  Number  8  (world) 
contract  was  at  5.26  cents  at  the  beginning  of  July  but  was  down  to  4.50 

at  the  end  of  the  month.  The  average  price  for  the  month  of  July  was 
4.80  cents  and  for  January- July  1964  was  7.50  cents  per  pound.

Total  deliveries  of  sugar  for  U.S.  consumption  during  January-July 
1964  totaled  5,309,000  tons.  In  addition  to  these  reported  deliveries 
during  1964  there  were  additional  physical  deliveries  of  about  185,000 
tons  of  sugar  reported  as  constructive  deliveries  during  1963  and  an 
estimated  50,000  tons  of  sugar  that  had  been  delivered  by  transfer  of 
ownership  of  sugar  in  public  warehouse  rather  than  by  physical  delivery 
to  users'  facilities.  Total  physical  deliveries  of  sugar  during  January- 
July  1964  would  total  about  5,  544,000  tons.  If  the  current  rate  of  sugar 
usage  approximates  9.8  million  tons  annually  (the  present  requirements 
determination),  it  would  appear  that  invisible  stocks,  those  held  by 
industrial  users,  wholesalers  and  retailers,  at  the  end  of  July  1964 
were  about  100,000  tons  less  than  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  or  about 
at  the  level  of  those  at  the  beginning  of  1963.  Invisible  stocks  at  that 
time  were  estimated  to  have  been  about  100,000  tons  higher  than  normal 
because  of  the  buildup  during  December  1962in  anticipation  of  the  water- 
front strike . 

Stocks  held  by  primary  distributors  at  the  end  of  July  1964  totaled 
1,496,000  tons,  slightly  less  than  those  of  July  31  last  year.  Stocks 
held  by  beet  sugar  processors  were  up  55 ,  000  tons  while  refiners 1  stocks 
were  74,  000  tons  down  from  the  high  level  of  last  year,  782,000  tons  on 
July  31,  1964,  as  compared  with  856,000  tons  on  July  31,  1963.  Re- 
finers' stocks  on  July  31  for  the  previous  five  years  (1958-62)  averaged 
679,000  tons. 

Beet  sugar  deliveries  during  January-July  1964  totaled  1,485,000  tons 
or  69.6  percent  of  the  effective  inventory  at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 
As  shown  in  the  following  table,  this  is  1 . 2  percentage  points  below  the 
average  for  the  previous  five  years  and  lower  than  any  of  those  years. 
This  would  indicate  that  the  January-September  1964  deliveries  would 
be  less  than  average  percentage  for  the  previous  five  years  even  if  the 
average  percentage  of  deliveries  were  made  during  August  and  Septem- 
ber.
